Applicants' remarl<s filed on 10/14/08 re-traversing Claims 4, 7 and 11 (as originally claimed "9" due to typographical error) are hold not to 
be persuasive for the following reasons: 

Applicants assert that the prior art Shoji et al do not teach the limitation of the circuit board made of glass epoxy resin (Remarks, page 5-7) 
therefore due to lack of that limitation, the obviousness rejection should be withdrawn and the case allowed. In response to these remarks, 
the examiner wants to emphasize that the claimed invention is about the method claims, therefore the active, processing steps are critical 
to the claimed invention while the structural article, apparatus and material or composition are not critical in the method claims but the later 
do carry weight within their own claimed invention such as article/ product claims, apparatus/system claims and material/composition 
claims. 

Furthermore, applicants insist on a prior art teaching the circuit board made of glass epoxy resin and the examiner is content to provide 
such art as in Babu et al (US 4,599,134); Babu et al teach a printed circuit board having layers of glass epoxy resin, as well known in the 
art, to insulate metallic electrically conductive layers (Col. 1 , lines 27-31 ). Therefore, it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
apply the layers of glass epoxy resin to insulate the electrically conductive layers in the printed circuit board. 
Therefore, the claim rejection of claims 4, 7 and 11 stand as carefully articulated in the previous Office Action. 
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
